“LOSE CONTROL 


Oakland Traction and Key 
~ Route Propertfes In Hands 
of Trustees ~ 


F. M. Smith Unable to Take Care| 


of Maturing Indebtedness— 
Properties Solvent - 


San Francisco—As far as the inves- 
tigation of the trustees in control of 
F. M. Smith’s financial affairs has pro- 
ceeded, it has developed two facts—a 
disposition on the part of the creditors 


holding Smith’s paper to give full con- 
fidence to the trustees, thus enabling 
them to work out a solution that will 
preclude further complication, and the 
surprising disclosure that Smith had 
not paid in full for the 60 per cent con- 
trol of the United Properties company. 

Instead of being in complete control 
of the properties that were merged in 
1910 under agreement between himself 
and ‘levis and Hanford, it now appears 
that Smith’s control has been in dis- 
pute with his associates for some time. 

The contention on one side is that 
Smith is short, in round numbers, 31,- 
000 shares of preferred stock of the 
Oakland Traction and Key Route sys- 
tems of fulfilling his agreement under 
which he was to secure 60 per cent of 
the stock of the combined companies 
properties. , 

The explanation of this situation

As this missing stock is already in 
the hands of the creditors being hy- 
pothecated against Smith’s short-time 
notes, there is no fear that this dis- 
| closure will militate against the inter- 
ests of the creditors, although it may 
he. highly significant fer the ‘‘berax 
king’’ personally. 


Oakland—That the placing of the 
management of his vast interests, em- 
bracing light, power, mining, water, 
realty and railway corporations, valued 
at more than ten million dollars, in the 
hands of a board of trustees by F. M. 
Smith, known ths werld over as ‘'the 
borax king,’’ was prompted not alone 
by a desire to improve the financial 
condition of the concerns and alleviate 
the friction between existing factions 
in the United : Properties company, in 
which he holds the controlling interest, 
but by an unselfish spirit of protecting 
the thousands of persons in California 
iavolved in his extensive holdings in 
the event of hia sudden death or finan- 
cial panic, is the statement made by 
Oakland financiers. 

The immediate effect upon Oakland 
of this action is the matter which most 
concerns banking and corporation men 
on this side of the bay. It is the gen- 
eral belief here that the reorganization 
of the interests upon a firmer basis will 
result in the carrying through to com- 
pletion as soon as possible the many 
projects for the development of the 
east bay section, which have been held 
in abeyance for more than a year. 

The selection of the men who will 
hereafter direct the management of 
the $200, 000,000 United Properties com- 
pany is approved by Qakland bankers, 
business men and corporation interests. 

It 18 announced that the financial 
headquarters of both the Smith and 
the United Properties company inter- 
ests will be, in San Francisco. Only 
branch offices will be maintained in the 
Real.y Syndicate building at 10 Broad- 
way. 

The crisis inthe finances is said to 
have come several weeks ayo, when 
notes, alleged to amount to several 
millions, were presented to Mr. Smith 
for payment. Though he possessed a 
fortune estimated by many to exceed 
$40,000,000, the, Oakland Millionaire 


found himself jhard pressed, it is said. 
Then it was, it is claimed, that the 
plan of appointing a board of trustees 
to care for his interests, which had 
been under consideration for more 
than a year, was decided upon. Mr, 
Smith felt unable to cope with the 
situation alone, to the best interest of 
those interested with him in the differ- 
ent concerns.

First—Wokrmen’s compensation act, 
provicing for the compulsory comren- 
sation of injured workmen by their 
employers, creating a state insurance 
fund by means of which employers may 
transfer their liability to the state and 
establishing safety requirements for 
shops and factories. 


Second—State aid for orphans or 
‘‘mothers’ pension’’ act, providing for 
three children’s ayents to supervise 
the admiristration of a fund of $430,- 
000 annually for the benefit of orphans 
and half orphans. 

Third—Providing for a rural credit 
commission to study systems of farm 
credits in Europe and report to the 
legislature in 1915.

Sixth—Immigration and housing com- 
mission, to investigate immigration 
and prevent the exploitation of newly 
arrived foreigners. 


Seventh—Blue sky law, providing for 
a corporation commission at $5000 a 
year, who shall supervise the issuance 
and sale of: investment securities, with 
power to refuse a certificate te any 
concern  whosé pian of “business ‘is 
‘‘manifestly unfair, unjust and inequit- 
able.’’ 

Eighth—New election laws, provid- 
ing for the holding of non-partisan 
county and mufiitipal elections.

Centenaries of Gas. 

In 1792 a manufacturer in Redruth, 
he Cornwall, named Murdock made gas 
to light his home and factory. Pall 
Mall in London, 1807, was the first 
street to be lighted by gas; Philadel 
phia introduced it in 1815; Boston in 
1822, and New York in 1825. Gas is 
obtained from coal, which is heated 
in large retorts; the heavy gas drawn 
off passes by a pipe, called the hy- 
draulic main, through a number of 
curved pipes called condensers, in 
which process coal tar and ammont- 
acal liquor condense and fall into a 
well. The gas passes to purifiers over 
slaked lime, which takes up suk 
phureted hydrogen and carbonic acid; 
it is then headed downward to the gas. 
holder, a large tank having its base 
resting on water, and from which the 
gas is distributed to the consumers. 
Certain byproducts are obtained in the 
course of manufacture which are more 
valuable than the gas itself; these in- 
clude coke, ammonia,-anilin, phenol, or 
carbolic acid, naphthalene dyes, vart- 
ous artificial drugs and basic perfumes, 
—The Christian Herald. 


Sugar for Cut Flowers. 

To prolong the life of cut flowers 
has exercised the minds of a chemist 
and a botanist in France. After many 
experiments with blossoms and pre- 
servatives they have decided that the 
most satisfactory means of preserva- 
tion is the addition of sugar to the 


water in which the flowers § are 
placed. 
One blossom, which in water 


changed daily lasted 15 days in a s0- 
lution of ordinary table sugar and 
water, a teaspoonful to a pint, kept 
quite fresh for 22 days. 

With a few flowers, however, the 
sugar treatment does not operate. 
Among these are lilies, sweet peas, 
and chrysanthemums, but roses, vio- 
lets, narcissi, daffodils, etc., gained in 
life by the treatment by periods vary- 
ing from 6 to 18 days. 

The vase must be well filled so 
that the sweetened water is high in 
the glass, for the nearer its surface is 
to the actual flower the  hetter 
chances does that flower have.

TRAINING CHILD MIND 


OISORDERLINESS A THING TO BE 
CORRECTED EARLY. 


Respanaibility . Rests with Mother 
When She Allows Bad Habits to 
Become a Settled Thing In 
the Life of Offspring. 

If I had only realized when I was a 
child how much more work it made to 
have people disorderly and careless 
about theif things I am sure I should 
have been more careful. But I didn’t 
realize, writes Ruth Cameron in the 

Milwaukee Sentinel. ~ 

That is the oft expressed sentiment 
ef one young woman who has recently 
zone to housekeeping in a home of her 
own. And'I fancy there are many of 
us who could say the same thing—we 
didn’t realize! And not about that 
matter only, but about many matters. 

I have heard it said that children 
are naturally selfish. I beg to differ. 
I think they are naturally full of the 
most generous impulses. But I do 
admit that they are naturally thought- 
less and that is what makes them 
secm selfish. It is not that they would

is just that they have lived so short a 
time that they do not understand the 
trouble and pain and self-denial they 
may be the cause of—they just don’t 
realize! 

I once knew a wise mother who 
grasped this fact and based her train- 
ing on the effort to make her children 
realize exactly what they were doing 
when they were thoughtless or care- 
less or unreasonable. 

For instance, take the very matter 
of which the young housewife spoke. 
This mother had a daughter who was 
terribly slack about leaving things 
around. She would come into the 
house and leave her coat on one chair 
and her fur on another, throw. her 
gloves on the table -and put her hat- 
pins on the mantelpiece and only put 
away her hat because she was afraid 
something would happen to the feath- 
ers if she didn’t. Her mother talked 
and talked to no avail. Finally she 
decided to make the daughter realize 
the trouble she was causing, so she 
told her that for the mext week she, 
the mother, would not ck up one 
thing that any of the children left ly- 
ing around, that her daughter must 
keep the house in order as a punish- 
ment for past misdeeds and that if 
shé failed to d@ 86 she Would ‘nét bé 
allowed to go to a certain function to 
which she was looking forward. 

As all the children inherited more 
or less a tendency to disorderlines 
from an artistic father, her task was 
by. no means easy. Needless to say, 
the end of the week found her say- 
ing: “I never realized how much trou- 
ble leaving things round made. I will 
be more careful in the future.” 

Again, when the two older children 
got the habit of teasing for things that 
were beyond the family purse, this 
wise woman, instead of scolding, sim- 
ply took them into. her confidente 
about the family income and outgo, 
asked their help about keeping the 
accounts, and without saying a word 
of her purpose to them, soon made 
them realize for themselves why they 
could not have everything that other 
children had. And after that she had 
no more trouble with teasing. 

Look back into your own childhood 
and see if the unkind, the selfish, the 
thoughtless, the cruel things that you 
did were not all done because you 
did not realize. 

What better basis, then, could we 
have for training our children than 
helping them to realize now instead 
of years afterward when it is too late?

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World Coal ” Supplies. 

The British Board of Trade has 
just published a report in which It 
states that the total known coal pro 
duction of the world, in 1911 (ex- 
clusive of brown coal or lignite) was 
abogt 1,050,000,000 tons, of which the 
United Kingdom produced more than 
one-fourth and the United States more 
than two-fifths. As compared with 
population the production in the 
United Kingdom was six tons per 
head, and in the United States a lit 
tle less than five tons. 

The output in the five principal 


coal-producing countries during 1911 
was as follows: “United Kingdom 
271,899,000 tons; Germany, 158,164, 
000; France, 38,023,000; Belgium, 22,- 
683,000; with the United States at 
the head with 448,025,000. 

The average value per ton of the 
coal taken at the collieries was: 
United Kingdom, $1.982; Germany, 
$2.375; Belgium, $2.92; i a 
$1.432.
